Mr  Thomson  moved  tlie  following  Resolution That  in  order  to  carry 
into  effect  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee,  approved  of  by  last  pro 
re  naia  Meeting,  as  to  the  propriety  of  adopting  immediate  means  to  have 
the  Assessing  and  Collecting  of  the  Poor’s-Rate  plsiced  under  the  control  of 
the  Directors  of  this  Establishment,  a Committee  be  appointed  to  ascertain 
bow  far  the  Magistrates  and  Town  Council  may  be  inclined  to  give  effect 
to  that  recommendation,  and  if  so,  to  co-operate  with  them  in  accomplish- 
ing that  object.”  Seconded  by  Mr  Stewart,  and  unanimously  carried.

Town’s  Hospital,  19</i  August,  1834. 

Mu  Thomson  presented  the  following  Report: — 

Within  the  Town*s  Hospital,  on  Tuesday,  Ylth 

t • 

August,  1834,  convened  the  Committee  appointed 
to  communicate  with  the  Magistrates  and  Town 
Council,  on  the  subject  of  Assessing  and  Collect- 
ing the  Poor-Rates. — Present:  Messrs  Broume, 
Stewart,  Findlay,  and  Thomson,— Mr  'Thomson, 
Convener  of  the  Committee,  in  the  .Chair. 

After  duly  considering  the  answer  received  from  the 
Magistrates  and  .Council,  the  iCommittee  unanimously  agreed 
to  Report 

To  the  Directors  of  the  Town's  Hospital, 

That  in  obedience  to  .your  Resolution  of  20th  May,  your 
Committee  did,  on  the  27th  of  that  month,  duly  transmit 
authenticated  Extracts  from  your  Minutes  of  19th  November, 
1833,  and  20th  May,  1834;  to  Mr  Reddie,  to  ,be  by  him 
submitted  to  the  frst  Meeting  of  Council. 

That  on  the  29th  June,  the  Convener  of  Committee  was 
put  in  possession  of  Extracts  from  the  Minutes  of  Council, 


dated  l*2th  and  28th  June,  which  Extracts  the  Committee 
now  respectfully  submit  to  your  consideration. 


“At  Glasgow,  the  twelfth  day  of  June,  1834. 

“ The  Magistrates  and  Council  of  the  City  of  Glasgoio,  being 
in  Council  assembled, 

“ The  Magistrates  presented  the  following  Report,  relative  to 
the  recent  communications  from  the  Directors  of  the  Town’s  Hos- 
pital:— ‘ The  Magistrates,  under  the  Remit  made  to  them  by  the 
Council,  have  had  under  their  consideration  the  Extracts,  transmit- 
ted by  Mr  Thomson,  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Directors  of  the  Town’s 
Hospital,  dated  the  21st  August,  1832,  19th  November,  1833,  and 
20th  May,  1834.  And,  with  regard  to  the  sums  paid  under  the 
Assessment  imposed  by  the  Magistrates  and  Council,  to  meet, 
eventually,  the  claim  made  by  the  Heritors  of  the  Barony  Parish, 
and  which  were  lent  to  the  Hospital  in  order  to  save  the  difference 
of  interest  payable  upon  these  sums,  if  they  had  been  left  deposited 
in  Bank,  and  the  interest  of  four  per  cent,  paid  by  the  Hospital  to 
the  Bank,  for  the  necessary  temporary  advances  annually  required 
by  the  Directors,  to  answer  the  current  expenditure  during  the 
Collection  of  the  Assessment, — the  Magistrates  are  of  opinion,  the 
Council,  agreeably  to  their  Resolution  of  the  17th  April  last, 
proceeding  upon  the  application  of  the  Assessors  for  the  Poor, 
ought  to  comply  with  the  suggestion  of  the  Directors;  and  autho- 
rise them  to  apply  the  sums  lent  to  the  Hospital,  as  before  noticed, 
agreeably  to  that  Resolution.  But,  with  regard  to  the  proposal  to 
place  the  general  Assessment  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Poor,  and 
the  sums  raised  by  that  Assessment,  and  the  appointment  of  a Col- 
lector, under  the  control  of  the  Directors,  the  Magistrates,  alive,  as 
they  are,  to  the  attention  and  assiduity  of  the  Directors,  in  the 
judicious  administration  of  the  Funds  of  the  Hospital,  would  sub- 
rnit  to  the.  Directors  themselves,  whether,  in  the  altered  circum- 
stances of  the  Municipal  Government  of  the  City,  the  Magistrates 
and  Council  do  not  now  more  fairly  and  legitimately  represent  the 


Poor-Rate  Payers,  than  the  constituent  Members  of  the  Hospital 
Directory, — one-half  of  whom  are  persons  not  elected  by  the  citi- 
zens. It  is  likewise  known  to  the  Directors,  that  the  Magistrates 
and  Council  exercise,  both  in  the  imposition  of  the  Assessment, 
and  in  the  expenditure  of  the  Funds,  more  a supervising  than  an 
acting  control.  And  as  the  Council  is  now  constituted,  the  Magis- 
trates are  of  opinion,  that  such  a controlling  influence,  on  the  part 
of  the  Representatives  of  the  citizens,  is  desirable  and  necessary. 
It  may  admit  of  doubt,  also,  how  far  the  Magistrates  and  Council 
could,  legally,  surrender  the  powers  now  vested  in  thern,  or  rather 
in  the  Magistrates,  by  Statute,  and  at  Common  Law,  with  regard 
to  raising  the  necessary  Funds  for  the  maintenaTice  of  the  Poor  ; 
and  even  were  the  proposition  otherwise  expedient  and  admissible, 
the  Magistrates  think  that  an  Act  of  Parliament  would  be  requi- 
site to  sanction  such  a surrender. — Signed,  Robert  Graham, 
Thomas  Muir,  John  Fleming,  James  Lumsden,  William  Mills, 
William  Gilmour.' — Glasgow,  11th  June,  1834.’  Of  which  Re- 
port, delay  the  consideration  till  next  Meeting.

“ The  Magistrates^and  Council  of  the^City  of  Glasgow,  being 
in  Council  assembled, 

“ And  having  resumed  consideration  of  the  Report  on  the  com- 
munications from  the  Directors  of  the  Town’s  Hospital,  presented 
on  the  29th  May  last,  unanimously  approve  of  the  said  Report ; 
Resolve,  accordingly ; and  direct  an  Extract  of  the  Minute's  of 
Council,  relative  to  this  matter,  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Preceptor 
of  the  Hospital.

As  the  appointment  of  your  Committee  proceeded  from 
unanimous  Resolutions  of  the  Directors  of  1833,  as  well  as 
of  the  Directors  of  the  present  year,  it  is  not  necessary  for 
your  Committee  to  vindicate  the  expediency  of  the  change 
desired.  But  they  may  be  allowed  to  say,  that  no  sufficient 
reason  for  the  refusal  of  the  Council  can  be  discovered  in 
the  municipal  changes  that  have  occurred.  It  was  as  well 
known  on  the  19th  September  last,  as  it  is  now,  that  the  new 
Town  Council  would  be  chosen  by  the  votes  of  the  Inhabit- 
ants. It  is  true,  the  individuals  to  be  chosen  were  not  known; 
-but  the  arguments  urged  in  Mr  Muir’s  Report  on  the  24th 
October,  demonstrating  the  necessity  of  the  change,  seem  as 
efficient  now  as  they  were  at  that  time,  and  your  Commit- 
tee cannot  admit  that  any  Town  Council  of  32,  chosen  by  a 
mere  majority  of  Ten  Pound  householders,  can  “more  fairly 
and  legitimately  represent  the  Poor-Rate  Payers,”  than  do  the 
51  Directors  of  the  Town’s  Hospital,  chosen  by  the  two  great 
charitable  Corporations,  as  well  as  by  that  Town  Council, 
and  by  the  General  Session.  The  mixed  character  of  the 
Hospital  Directors  is  assuredly  a more  perfect  representation 
of  all  classes,  than  the  representatives  of  a majority  of  any 
one  class  of  the  community. 

On  the  other  point  urged,  your  Committee  had  no  doubt 
that  the  change  could  not  he  effected  without  an  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment. The  necessity  of  such  Act  was  one  of  the  reasons  for 
appointing  your  Committee  to  co-operate  with  the  Magis- 
trates and  Council. 

In  the  Extracts  transmitted  to  your  Committee,  an  answer 
is  given  to  the  communication  ordered  to  be  made  by  the

Superintendent,  which,  although  not  within  the  scope  of  their 
instructions,  they  may  be  permitted  to  say,  is  satisfactory. 

Finally,  youi-  Committee  would  now  respectfully  resign 
into  your  hands  the  duties  of  their  appointment,  as  no  object 
can  be  attained  by  their  continuing  a Committee.
